Management is based upon the principles of multiple use and sustained yield: a combination of uses that 
takes into account the long-term needs of future generations for both renewable and nonrenewable resources. These 
resources include recreation, range, timber, minerals, watershed, fish and wildlife, wilderness, and natural, scenic, 
scientific, and cultural values. 


Some of the services the BLM delivers to American Taxpayers on an average day: 


¥ collects about $750,000 from timber and mineral sales, grazing, and other uses of the public lands; W administers 
mineral leases that generate over $4.4 million in revenue each day; W issues 100 permits for boating, off-highway 
vehicle events, and other similar activities; W inspects 300 oil and gas leases; W processes 100 oil and gas lease 
adjustment applications; W issues 4 land patents to Alaska Native Corporations: ¥ completes 2 Alaska native allot- 
ments; W surveys approximately 18 miles; W issues 12 rights-of-ways; W operates 56 interpretive and visitor centers; 
and ¥ receives 180,000 visitors to the public lands and operates numerous campsites and long-term visitor areas.
